WaSHINGTOX, May 26.—Universal sympathy 
is expressed here for ex-Secretary Foster in 
his financial embarrassment.

One of the prominent officials of the Treasury 
Department, who has been on terms of close 
intimacy with the ex-Secretary, said that he 
did not doubt that the news was true, for he 
knew that Mr. Foster had for some weeks 
been struggling to overcome financial dim 
culties. He added that he feared the results 
of the failure would be severely felt in Ohio. 


Wind Spreads Terror in North Kansas 
and Wrecks Houses. 


Fort Scott, Kan., May 26.—A ruinous wind 
storm swept by the town of Blue Mound, 
Kan., and wreaked Wide destruction. One 
man was fatally hurt and much property 
wrecked. The town has about 700 inhabitants 
and is about twenty-eight miles northwest of 
this city onthe Kansas, Nebraska & Dakota 
road.

Skies Bombarded by Kansas Mayors Re- * 
spond to the Invitation to Let Go Their 
Storés—Bluemound, a North Kansas 
Town, Loses Many Buildings and Sev- 
eral Persons Are Injured—The Storm 
Locally and Its Effect Upon the Bank- 
Full Rivers in This Valley. 


The Missouri and Mississippi valleys were 
visited last night by one ofthe most terrific 
thunder storms that has swept over. this 
section since back in the 50s. The storm ex- 
tended as far west as Kansas City and as far 
north as Keokuk. The average rainfall re- 
ported at 7 o’clock this morning was 2.01 and 
at 11 o’clock 2.71 with a dozen sections yet to 
be heard from. The heaviest rain fell 
at Quincy, III., 6.25 inches having been 
reported at the Weather Bureau from that 
city at 8 a. m. The average fall at St. Louis 
was 8.00; Keokuk, 2.14; Kansas City, 2.40; 
Hannibal, 8.88; Springfield, 8.68; Louisiana, 
1.78; Alton, 1.70 and Peoria, 1.6% Notwith- 
standing the heavy rain very little damage 
was done in St. Louis, Several cellars were 
inundated as a result of the sewers being 
unable to carry off the immense volume of 
water.

A bold attempt to rod the express car of a 
Mobile & Ohio passenger train was made by 
two unknown men last night near a small 
station known as Forest Lawn, less than 
three miles out of East St. Louis. The train 
wasthe through passenger, No. 5, which 
left Union Depot at 8:50 last night, Conductor 
Marshall Harper in charge. Going out of East 
St. Louis, the train slowed up at the Air Line 
crossing, a few hundred yards below the race 
track, and before headway was regained two 
masked men boarded the locomotive. The 
robbers, for such the masked men proved to 
be, covered the engineer and fireman with 
revolvers,and gave the former strict instruc- 
tions to keep up the speed of the train until 
they left it, without stopping at any stations, 
under penaltyof death.

IN MISSOURL 


Effects of Last Night’s Storms Throughout 
the State. 


Telegrams from various points throughout 
Missouri and Illinois show that the storm of 
yesterday was very severe, at many places 
having the full force ofacyclone. Buildings, 
fencing and trees were blown down, though 
so far as reported there was littie loss of life 


or injury to persons. 

At Martinsburg, Mo., a train of nineteen 
loaded freight cars standing at the Wabash 
Depot was blown off the track and contents 
ruined. The storm blew from the southeast 
and moved with a velocity of seventy miles 
an hour. 

The storm struck Moberly at 4 o’clock. 
Trees 2 feet through were torn off and strewn 
over the street. rns and other buildings 
were blown down. The course of the cyclone 
was southeast. Telegraph wires and poles 
were blown down for some distance south. 
A terrible rain accompanied the cyclone, 

The round-house of the Hannibal & St. Joe 
Railway at Brookfield was badly damaged. 
Anumder of persons were in the building, 
but all escaped unhurt. o houses were 
struck by lightning and several small dwell- 
ings unroofed. 

At Huntsville Bergstresser’s brick store- 
house was blown down and a woman and a 
number of men who had taken refuge there

DON’T LIKE THE SYSTEM. 


World’s Fair Awards Excite the Ire of 
* Exhibitors. 


WORLD’ s Fair Grounns, Chicago, May 26.— 
The American exhibitors in Mauufacturers’ 
Bulla have added their protest to that of 
the foreign commissioners as a preliminary 
step, it is understood, to withdrawing their 
displays from examination for award. The 
American protest is at present confined to 
the Manufacturers’ Building, where 130 wool- 
en exhibitors, besides such firms as the 
Meriden Brittania Co. Cheney Bros., Low 
Art Tile Co., and C. G. Gunther, Eastern 
manufacturers, object to the single 
expert system, modelled 
after the ‘Centennial’ © idea. Oth» 
er prominent Eastern manufacturers 
have condemned the system and are con- 
sideriag the advisability of not entering 
their exhibits for exainination. Ohairman 
Thacher is obdurate and falls back on the 
law of Congress as his chief reason for turn - 
ing a deaf ear to the protests which are 
being sent to the Director-General over 
his head. The State Commissioners will prob. 
ably be the next to file protests on behalf of 
the exhipitors whom they represent, as com- 
plaints against the system have been made 
informally by Pennsylvania, New Hamp- 
shire, Massachusetts and Iowa. The Director 
General sent to the Commission to-day the 
protest of American exhibitors in Manufact- 
urers’ Building. 

To-day’s attefidance does not promise to 
reach that of yesterday, which was but 
82,000. The air is damp and cold, and rain 
will probably set in when the weather mod- 
erates. Possibly by Sunday there will be 
pleasant wegther to bring out the sight- 
seers.

The Piasa Assembly Grounds, selected by 
the Post- DisPatca as the place to which it 18 
intended to send poor and sickly children 
with their mothers from the noxious tene- 
ments and alleys of the city, are delightfully 
situated near the river among the bluffs, 
thirteen miles above Alton. That they are 
admirably adapted forthe purpose outlined 
by the Post-DIsPATCH will be attested 
by the many persons who have 
enjoyed a brief sojourn there while at- 
tending the annual Chatauqua meet- 
ings. The grounds are situated in a 
beautiful valley comprising 500 acres at the 
entrance of which, on the river’s edge, 
tower huge rugged cliffs which roll back 
hundreds of feet high, completely surround- 


ing it. 
These bluffs are covered witha rich and 
variegated flora, whichis broken here and 


‘there with rough declivities of ledging 


rocks. The scene from every point of 
vantage in the grounds is beautifully roman- 
tic. The grounds are rich in shade trees 
with here and there a large open 
green, velvety and inviting; just 
the place where children reared 
in the vitlated atmosphere of the 
slums would be wont to revel in the sunshine 
forever.

EMILIO CASTELAR. 


The Famous Republican Leader of Spain. 


Leaves Public Life. 

A recent cablegram from Madrid states that 
Emilio Castelar, probably the most con- 
spicuous figure in modern Spanish history, 
declared at a banquet that he had withdrawn 
from public nfs. He used these words in 
making the declaration: 

‘‘I shall remain a Republican until I die 
but I shall not act against the monarchy, as 
am convinced that forthe present this is the 
only stable and et tga Me torm of zovern- 
ment | ae in Spain. In this conviction is 
to be found the reason why I baveasked my 
friends and my party, now freed from my 
long political history, to enter loyally the 
ranks of the Liberals and to do all in their 
power to help the monarchy.’ 

Castelar Ras occupied high places in the 
affairs of — Born in Cadiz, 9 
8, 1832, he his 
liberty from his Wather, an exchange 
broker at Alcante, and afterwards 
at Cadiz, who spent seven years in the En- 
glish possessions, chiefly at Gibraltar, to es. 
cape sentence of death passed on him for 
his implication in Liberal movements. 
He died in Madridin 1839, leaving his family 
almost destitute. Notwithstanding. Emilio 
received a superior education e early 
published novels, and later attained dis 
er asa Democratic journalist and or - 


ont Dece mber 1856, Oastelar was the suc- 
cessful competitor fdrythe 2 of history 


and philosophy in t niversity of Madrid 
He also delivered 1 res onthe history o 
Civilization inthe Athentwum. He was de- 
prived of his university professorship in 
1864, after having, with Senor Carascon, 
founded the journal La Democracia. Cas- 
telar paved the way by his writings ana 
speeches for the revolution of 1866, which 
Was put down by Marshal Serrano, He was 
sentenced to death and his paper sup- 
pressed. In disguis@he escaped to Geneva 
and thence to France. 

During the troubles of 1868, when Isabella 
II. was dethroned, Castelar returned to 
Spain and labored for the adoption of a Re- 
publican form of government, but the throne 
was restablished in 1870 with Amadeo as 
King. Castelar was restored to his profes- 
sorship in 1868 and resigned it in 1875. He 
kindled the enthusiasm of the people by his 
eloquent appeals in favor of democracy, and 

as elected tothe Cortes for Saragossa and 

rida. In the Cortes he opposed Prim and 
Serrano and subsequentiy King Amadeus, 
and became the most popular leader of the 
93 party. 

hen King Amadeo abdicated fh 1873, Cas- 
telar became Minister of Forelgn Affairs to 
the republic (Feb. 12) and President of Spain, 
with extraordinary powers (Sept. 7). On 
Jan. 2, 1874, he resigned. Serrano came to 
the front in the military reaction, and a year 
later, when Alfonso XII, was called to the 
throne, Castelar made a second journey to 
Geneva. In 1876 he re-entered the Cortes and

tes 

When Dom Pedro, the Emperor of Brazil, 
was dethroned in 1889, Castelar said he was 
glad that wretched House of Braganza’’ 
had been driven from Brazil.

Those good but misguided people who 
insist upon closing the gates of the Co- 
lumbian Exposition on Sunday out of 
deference to their peculiar views 
of its proper observance, are 
merely working in behalf of the dens 
of vice, the gambling hells and thé saloons. 
Compliance with their demand closes a 
great institution where the influences are 
educational and elevating to give free sweep 
to the places where the influences 
and practices are vicious and ruinous to 
body and soul. Those who do not care to 
spend the day in worship or Bible reading 
will be doomed to idleness which leads to 
vice. 

On the other handif the suggestion of

A FALSTAFFIAN EVENT.

„Seven, by these hilts, or I am a villain 
else, he exclaimed later in the heat of 
the glowing description of his magnificent 
fight against fearful odds. 

There is a striking likeness between the 
famous Gad’s Hill robbery, in which the 
fat knight saw from fourto fifty villains 
in two striplings,and the Pacific train rob- 
bery. Gov. Stone telegraphed to Chief 
Harrigan a reward of $300 for the capture 
of each of the seven men. Conductor 
King saw at least four men. Others saw 
seven robbers. Two were seen climbing 
over the tender of the engine to stop the 
train. Detective Pat Lally described the 
leader asa big fellow nearly six feet tall 
and weighing 200 pounds. The terrible 
gang of desperadoes which defied a train 
load of men has dwindled down to a slen- 
der youth of 20 in shrunken jeans pants. 
with a dimy handkerchief for a mask, 
who proved himself a rank amateur by 
loading himself down with a bag of silver 
and a package of worthless pay checks. 

This robbery shows that train robbing is 
about the easiest and sat est criminal job a 
man can undertake, Train crew and 
passengers are paralyzed with fear at 
a pistol shot. The express officials 
recklessly expose large sums of money to 
the mercy of anyone with nerve engugh to 
flourish 7 pistole and explode a stick of 


heart not to feel a choking in the throat 
at the description of sufferings of delicate 
mothers and tender babes deomed to the 
confinement, heat and foul air of city 
tenements in mid-summer, given by Dis- 
pensary Physician Priest in yesterday’s 
PosT-DisPATCH. The case of the poor 
mother whose child died in her arms at 
the dispensary and who followed the little 
one soon after at the City Hospital is one 
ot many similar cases in which good coun- 
try food and fresh air would have been the 
means of saving life, 

The situation, the need, the good to be 
done were briefly and graphically set forth 
by Dr. Priest in the following words: 

If there is any charity that deserves the 
support of the people if is anything that will 
take the mothers and children from the tené- 
ments and place them where they will get a 
little fresh air. Every doctor knows that it 
isthe pure country air, theair that comes 
off the clover and new hay in the morning 
that does a sick child good. Go down in the 
big tenements and see them, smell the 
stenches that arise after a rain, when the sun 
beats down on the refuse inthealley, and 
you will see what materia medica has never 
been able to combat and never will reach. 
I am glad that the matter of giving tue 
mothers and children a summer outing is 
belng encouraged. It makes my heart ache 
to see them here and know that what they 
need cannot be obtained anywhere short of 
some place like the one selected by the Post- 
DISPATCH.

A Stupid Plan of Arranging Special Jury | 
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sonal Appointments and _ Political 
Fulls and the Effect on Business Mon 
_ » Who Must Do More Than Their Duty. 


Ane jury census will soon be taken in St. 
Louis, an opportunity which the business 
men avail themselves of to call attention to 
„es ofthe administration of the office of 
1 las ioner at present. 
N Horo ts a very general impression that 
_ diere is something very defective about our 
present jury law or Fielding Mansfield’s ad - 
' ministration of it. As executed at present 
(under the direction of Mr. Mansfield the 
‘system is an unreasonable annoyance to 
citizens who are ready and willing to 


do this important duty. 
thin a district bounded on the west by 
_, Sifth street on the south by Chouteau 
#dVenue and on the north by Cass avenue, 
the Jury Commissioner finas 90 per cent of 
tho jurors he uses for special juries. 
lt may be im his opinion sufficient proof 
‘that a juror ts of superior intelligence, 
that he works ina part ofthe city where he 
can be easily served with his summons. 
However, the fact remains that beside the 
regular jury service in the Circuit and 
Criminal Courts the down town stores and 
> banks are being called upon for special jury 
work until it is becoming somewhat ofa 
nulsance. 
From time to time complaints have deen 
made by the big establishments that they 
have been too severely taxed and too many 
men called in rapid succession, while again 
other places with no apparent good reason 
for it are passed over for a whole year at a 
time without being called uponto providea 
single man for jury service, 
The great annoyance to business men 


comes from the special jury services for 
which a stupid plan introduced by Jury Com- 
missioner Mansfeld shares the responsibility 
with its inventor. 1 

Jury Commissioner Mansfield makes up 
special panels from his ‘‘special jury book, 
and the selection of the names is wholly 
within his discretion and control. These 
names are — alphabetically, and 
it is underst to be bis present 
custom to take twenty or thirty names in a 
batch for each special jury. oe him 
to have started with the ‘‘A’s,’’ he exhausts 
that initial; and he then takes some other 
letter, but itis not necessarily ‘‘B,’’ for he 
may select any initial he pleases. Heis not 
2 ricted to avy initial or to any 

er in running through the alphabet, 
and he is at perfect liberty to 
selectany name, under any initial, and to 
rejectany. If there is any man whose name 
ison the list whom for any reason he desires 
to have on a certain jury, he may select that 
mame. Several lists for summoning were ex- 
@mined yesterday. Two and even three men 
of the same name were frequent, and 
in some instances a mere in- 
spection of the residence or place of busi- 
ness would show a probable relationship 
that would render service on the same jury a 
hardship, even though it might not be re- 
garded as improper. Lately a father and 
two sons were on one panel, and it is indeed 
common for two brothers to be summoned 
on the same precept. It was thought that 
Mr. Mansfield ought to have used his juda2- 
ment and avoided such dreaks“ as sum- 
moning the three Herthels into court as 
jurors in one week or the two ‘aguires in 
one week and another Maguire the week fol- 
lowing. 

It must be conceded that the special jury 
Jaw givesthe Jury Commissioner remarka- 
bly bread powers, used with poor judgment. 

wes BUSINESS MEN TALK. 

How business men feel about it appears 
below. They do not appear to know enough 
about Mansfield’s methods of drawing juries. 

Mr. John Maguire, who is in real estate at 
107 North Eighth street, had an experience 
lately. His firm is composed of himself and 


his two sons. Willand JamesH. Mr.Maguire 
thought it a pretty heavy dose of jury service 
when two or three were drawn from the 
‘house in one week. The circumstances were 
that in one week himself and his son Will 
were Grawn for service at the Court-house, 
and the next week James H. received a 
summons. Mr. Maguire didn’t feel like 
criticising the Jury Commissioner, but the 
young men were outspoken and said they 
thought that Mansfield ought to have a good 
shaking up. 

Mr. W. M. Tamblyn, manager of F. W. 
Humphrey & Co., said that not infrequently 
two or three from that house were drawn on 
the jury in a bunch. It was annoying, but 
he did not know how it could be avoided. 

Capt. Young, manager of the Golden 
Eagie, said that in the matter of jury Service 
he thought that the concern was getting 
more than its share. They usually had two 
or three men out a week. The trouble bad 
been increasing under the new special jury 
system. 

Mr. A. * of th e Siegel Gas Fixture Co. 
remarked that the incessant drafts upon 
business men for jury service were becoming 
anuisance. Often he had two of his men 
outatonce. Mr. Siegel spoke very warmly 
of the annoyance of being dragged of to

Mr. Baker of the Continental Bank objected 
to having two or three men pulled out of the 
bank for jury service at the same time, and 
this was not an unfrequent circumstance. 
Banks were not like dry- goods houses. where 
almost any man could do anyone else's 
werk—in the bank each man must be in bis 
place, or the business suffered. 

At the Citizens’ Bank the story was re- 

ated. The cashier had noticed that men 
oing business in the central part of town 
were uncommonly subject to jury duty, 
while he heard men situated outside say 
that they hadn’t been summoned tositona 
jury for years. 

The St. Louis National Bank had had as 
many asthree clerks out in one week; and 
while they usually succeeded in getting one 
or two of thém released, still the system that 
vould allow such a condition was to be criti- 


ised. 

At the Third National Bank there was com- 
plaint that jury service had of late been 
pretty frequent. Often as many as two a 
week were taken out of the house, and lately 
there were three at one time. These were 
called for special jury service. 

Mr. Charles Parsons, at the State Bank, 
said that sometimes his institution had been 
hit pretty heavy. Three men at one time for 
jury service was a recent experience. When 
this happens it is a great annoyance, and the 
bank’s machinery is seriously disarranged.. 

One banker who did not desire to be quoted 
by name wanted a return to the law as it 
stood before the revision two years ago 
when bank officers were exempt from jury 
service. Doctors and dentists are now ex- 
empt, and he thought thatthe quasi public 
functions of bank officials ought to afford 
them like immunity. 

At the Wm. Barr Dry Goods Co. Mr. For- 
rester, who isin charge during Mr. Frank- 
lin’s absence, said in reply to a question: 

No. not of late, we have not been an- 
noyed by calls for jurors. Of course, ina

There is not 
a week that from one to three of our men 
are called on for some kind of jury work. It 
is becoming a regular nuisance and in and 
out of season thecalls are made. It does not 
seem to make any difference to whoever it 
is that picks out the juries whether we are in 
a rush or not. They are after us all the time 
and taking our best men too.“ 

Do you know of any other firmg who are 
so annoyed?'’ was asked. 

„Tes, I do. I have talked it over with lots 
of others about here who seem to be im- 
posed upon in the sameway. ‘They all say 
that they are constantly bothered.’’ 

‘*Who are they?“ 

„Why, Nugents, Famous, Penny & Gentiles 
and a lot of other firms have the same com- 
plaintto make. They ali tell me that they 
4 the thing is being somewhat over- 

one. 

After leaving Crawford's store a call was 
made on Rice, Stix & Co. where it was learned 
from one of the salesmen that this firm too 
had been called on for jurors until it was be- 
coming very much of a nuisance to them too 
nae they could not exactly understand why 
t was. ' 

The causes of the trouble of which business 
men complain are these: In the first place 
the census for jurors is not complete, owing 
in some instances tothe inferior abilities of 
the enumerators, appointed through liti- 
cal pull or private considerations. If the 
census were carefully compiled, there would 
be no hardship on anyone, as there would 
enough jurors forall purposes. Froma full 
enumeration enough competent jurors 
Above the average intelligence“ could be 
selected to minimize the chances of embar- 
rassing any one business house or bank by 
reason of the demands on employes for 
special jury service.

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A CUBAN MANIFESTO. 


Revolutionary Agitators Issue an Address 
on the Situation. 


New YORK, May 26.—The suppression of the 
rebellion in Cuba a few weeks ago has not in 
the least discouraged the leaders of the 
Cuban revolutionary party in the United 
States. While they were willing to help in 
the movement when itstarted by sending 
money to the revolutionists, they disclaim all 
responsibility for that move ment, which they 


condemn as having been premature. After 
working in secret for some time, the revo- 
lutionary leaders in this country have again 
cometothe front. They have just held a 
meeting in Philadelphia and have issued a 
manifesto to the people of Cuba who are 
tired of Spanish rule and want to throw off 
the Spanish yoke. Among those who were at 
the meeting were Jose Marti, the General 
Delegate of the party, Francisco Navarzo, 
Frederick Gonzales and Deopold Dominguez. 
The proclamation says: 

Asa consequence of the last uprising in Cuba the 
Cuban reroiutionary party issues this manifesto to 
Cuba, reciting its ahs re game disclaiming any part 
in the untimely rebellion and insisting that after the 
total failure of the Cubans’ numerous attempts te 
secure from Spain in peacea sufficient degree of 
liberty, it is the duty of all patriotic Oubans to open 
the way for Cubas emancipation. 

Home rule is impossible in Cuba under the Spanish 
Governmont because it would be the impossible 
seif-abandonment on the part of Spain of the seurces 
of wealth, she now enjoysin Cuba and of the only 
field where she can feed her unemployed popula- 
tion, her rudimeatary industries and her venal and 
restless politicians. The friendship of political inde- 
pendence and free commerce would cement Cuba 
and the United States without anrzexation. 

Indepeadence from Spain is the only means to un- 
fasten from a tottering monarchy, now reverting to 
the rudimentary development of its original — 5 
nant province, a country as fully prepared as Cube 
is to enter into with zest every available effort to 
secure its liberation, Cuba, in spite of its 
heterogeneous composition has a national unity 
alive to all the duties of tmodern 
industry and freedom. Spain has been for more 
than one generatien the menarchy entirely depend- 
ent forthe maintenance of her lazy cavaliers—the 

liticilang and military men of to-day—upon the 
»00ty of Cuba. Spain isa backward country, with- 
out self-reliance or the conception of contempora- 
neous liberty. Cuba belongs to the modern worid, 
end she must come into it. 

The manifesto goes on to explain that there 
is no ill-feeling against Spaniaras them 
selves, for many of those who live on the 
island sympathize with the native Cubans, 
and their children who are born there be- 
come Cubans to all intents and purposes, as 
they hardly ever leave, but have to bear the 
burdens of unjust taxation. The struggle, 
the manifesto declares,is to be against Span- 
ish misgovernment and Spanish vice, and if 
Cuban passion or malignity should, after in- 
dependence, try to avenge upon the inno- 
cent the crimes of the Spanish Government 
there would be many Cuban breasts to shield 
Spanish innocence.
